The Raviae aud the Drain. 

. , Prom a murmuring brook on tho 
pioturoEquo banks of u hich strolled in 
maiden moditalion fancy free" and 
two«'8nd^a-half point Hadson Bay 
blankots the dusky laaa with her etal- 
waVt lad— ^from a romantic spot wboro 
■' « Bweet nothings" wher« whispered 
; Into willing ears, and smoked salmon 
and dried clams worodovourod by tho 
'Btoioal Siwash and bis sympatheuc 
clootohman, the Johnson street raviae 
' has degenerated into a rocoptaole for 
defanet members of the canine and 
feline families, decaying odds and ends 
and malarious soil. ^ On the priutiplo 
that " out of sight Is out of mind," and 
forgetful of tho romantic moinory that 
clung BO tenderly to tho onco fragrant 
losality, every offonsivo object too 
na^ty to bo tolerated in any ollior 
lo '.aljiy is hurled into tho depths of tho 
pellucid stream and left there to fcsier 
and corrode and aot. But, though Ics'. 
tos'glit, tho corrupt fagondn of animal 
and vegetable msitior liavo not failed t> 
appeal lo at least one scnijo — that of 
smoUing. Though out of tho eye, 
they are over pres°nt in tho nose. 
Nameroua have boon tho learned esi. 
Bays penned by local pundits, 
aud the importance of adopting 
stringent bygieaio measures to avert 
the awful effects resulting from tbe 
o<^nBtant .inhalation of oarbonio gas 
npoa the human system, Frequent 
Save been tho angry protestations of 
the half-strangled habitaps against a 
oootinuanoe of this nosegay of nasti- 
nees. . . Successive Corporations have 
been appealed to and have undertaken 
to "deal with it kindly," but the 
nnisanco has " fol'owed them blindly" 
whorovor ihoy wont, until at last tlioy 
were compollod to aeknowlodgo that 
tho slouch had more " power" llian tho 
Act of Incorporation coiiforrod upon 
them, and Ihoy retired vunquisiiod- 
But the LogiBlativo Council last winter 
got angry. Tho mombera bcliovod 
that the ravino had had iia own way 
long enough, and in a fit of naosoouj 
indignation ihoy paHsed an Act con ■ 
ferring tho nccesBary power on the 
iV^Byor- and Council to remove all 
animate or inanimate nuisanooB. 
Under this Aot tho City Corpora 
tlon have had tbe water-oonrse opened 
aud fine culverts built, and bare issued an 
order for a box-drain to run the leii.Ljth 
and breadth of the ravine to be built ui 
the expense of the lot owners — a druin 
BuEBciontly large to carry off all the water 
and Kiii;icicntly substantial to prevent 
vagrant dogs and cats from commitliiij^ 
suicide by drowning, or decayed nnimul 
and vegetable matter from finding a lodg- 
ment iberein. Tho culverts arc completed; 
and there is just this one little didiculty 
operating against tiie construction of the 
drain : chicamini is scarce. In some 
instances tlic druiii would ccst more tiian 
the lots would bring under tho iiaminor. 
The owners of real estate facing llic 
stream of liqnid mud liavo proteated 
against tlio enforcement ol the order, 
which they seem to regard with even loss 
favor than they do the stench tliat threatens 
them with annihilation. Tlicy can stand 
the nuisance; because, as one of tlicir 
number say.s, tlicy are "u.sedtoit;" but 
they "can't stand the expense" of a 
drain. The Mayor and the Sanitory 
Coinmission havo considered their case 
ftnd find that, like the times, it is "bard," 
aud considering tho state of tho money 
. piarketand the near . approach of the cool 
weather, have relaxed so much of the 
order as relates to the construction of the 
expensive drain, They think a temporary 
affair will answer every pjrposo for the 
present, while they reserve the ri(,'lit to 
order a more sobstantlal strHoture at some 
future period, and there is now reason for 
hoping that the niii.sance, if not entirely 
abated, will be greatly modified, and tho 
Stream gradually restored 'to Its. pristine 
state of poetic cleanliness. 



Toronto Leader (Conservative) claims 
39 out of tho 44 members returned. 
Nova Scotia and JNew Brunswick are yet 
to be heard from. These figures may be 
somewhat exaggerated ; but there is no 
doubt that the Reform party, which is 
headed by George. Brown, has mot with 
a very severe reverso-^Brpwh himself 
being defeated for the Oxford Biding by 
a majority of 70. The discomfiture of 
the Reformers, howovBr, .in our opinion, is 
not attributable to' the uppopularlty of 
the cause. The public affairs of the 
Dominion require revising; bur tho Cana- 
dians desire to see tho machinery of the 
new Confederacy, such as it is, in running 
order— to give the ministry- a- fair, chance 
before turning them out of doors ; and in 
their decision tiioy have acted wisely. 
No party cry should have been raised 
during the late campaign ; for it is quite 
evidenfthat until the ministers bad doiio 
something to call down popular wnsuro 
upon their heads they were entitled to at 
least a fair trial. To condtinn them be- 
fore they had announced their policy, or, in 
fact, even formed one, would bo equiva- 
lent to hanging an innocent man upon tho 
suspicion that ho intended to perpetrate 
a crime.

ViOToniA, Sept. 9, 1867, 
EniTi'H BitiTisit Cor.oNisT : — A letter 
signed "Aqua,'' urging the necessity of 
supplying Victoria with water, and pro- 
posing that it should be led by cast iron 
piping from Elk Lake, a distance of seven 
miles in a straight; line, and tho town 
tiuis supplied at a cost of $100,000, ap- 
]icnred in a recent number of your paper 
Assuming the estimate correct as far as it 
.^■ocs, it is otherwise insuBBcient ; the pipes 
lire small compared with the distan-'e, and 
tlio discharge at Victoria would be insnlli- 
cient unless supplied through a reservoir 
iu tlie immeiliate vicinity of tho town, and 
for which no provision is made in the esti- 
mate. But tbe method proposed is still 
more objectionable on general principles. 
Most of the money would bo spent in the 
purcli:iso of pipes in Englatul, insurance, 
coMimis'iion and freight. ITad the writer, 
nhose otiier remarks upon tho suliject 
are so well timed and appropriate, ]iro- 
posfd to i.i,u.ME the water, miner fashion, 
from any dis'ant lake into a reservoir 
near Victoiiii, and there distribnle it by 
iron pipes method by which the money 
would at all events be spent in the coun 
(ry and which could be carried out willi 
economy and despatcli, this letter would 
not have been written. But even this 
latter plan woaid. I- approhendj' cost too 
much to meet with that unanimous co- 
operation and hearty support of the 
jn'ople, just now, without which any pro- 
pixsiil lo I ll'ect tlie olject, however desir 
nble, must of cour.se end in faihire. I 
believe tho reason that owners of pro- 
perty, the Corporation, lusnrance Com- 
panies ond the public generally, have as 
yet not stirred in tho mitler is because no 
plan has been suggo.sted by widch, at a 
moderate ost, water can bo had iu quan- 
tity Eufficiemly abundant to supply tiio 
city, deluge the streets, water the gar- 
dens, extinguish fires, and at tho same 
time supply Esquimalt and the fleet. 

1 am :il)o:'.t to make a suggestion by 
which I think that at a moderate cost 
tho ahovo conditions could lie sati-'jlied, 
and Victoria and E-^(iuimalt, with an 
()uilay witiiiii the reach of their present 
inhabitants, be made the best watered 
towns on the Pacific coast. 

i5y examining any general map of the 
country it will be noticed that the surplus 
water of seven lakes is discharged 
thrnngh the (^olfpiitz and Deadman's 
rivers into the Portage Inlet. Tho con- 
necting ravines ore likewise the lines of 
sjirings fed by those lakes, of which ony 
one can have proof by drinking fresh 
water below onlin.iry high water mark 
opjiositu Craigllower. Suppose a waler- 
tiglit dam, 10 foot, liiglier than ordinary 
spring tides, con.^lructcd at tho Goi'ge or 
at the narrows below the Gorge, and,.the 
salt water at the head of the inlet thus 
cut off pumped out, tho result, after the 
first winter r.iins, would be a deep and 
cxtcnsivo fresh water lake, within a mihi 
or .so of Victoria, and about the same 
from Esquimalt. To obviate objection on 
tbe score of the mud-fiat at bead of the 
inlet, Deadmon's river might be flumed 
into the luke, directly across the narrow 
peninsula at Oraiglllow r, and the Col- 
quitz river brought in by a narrow and 
short cutting above or below the Gorge 
and at right to the inlet ; tho mud flat 
inijiht he then daniiiicd anil the bottom of 
tho proposed lake cleaned out by cart.s, 
unless it could be dredged before tho con- 
struction of tho dam, A fresh water 
lake, 100 or even 200 acres iu extent and 
1 5 to 20 feet deep, might in this way be 
easily created. 

Now suppose for present purposes 100, • 
000 gallons a day required for Victoria 
only, and the area of tbe proposed lake 
to be 5,000,000 suporticial feet, tho daily 
supply would not diminish it more than 
1-20 111 inch, and allowing Jth inch for 
evaporation per day and a iriUo for leak- 
oge, and supposing no rain to fall for 
several months, tho lake would not fall 
more than 1 foot per month. 

The surface of tho lake could not be 
much bolow the level of the town, but a 
10 horse power engine would bo more 
than donblo the power theoretically re- 
quired to supply 100,000 gallons in 12 
hours, raisetl to a height of lOO feet ; and 
supposing tl'i(> duty of tho engine to 
be half what is now usual, or 25 M. lbs., 
raised 1 foot high by 1 cwt. coal, 4 cwl. 
of coal per dBy. jroalji.bo sufiio'ient to do 
the work. Tho'sanie " engine would bo 
used in the first instance to pump tho 
salt water out. 

Tho work would be principally exooutod 
io tbe sammer, and tbe lako would fill up hi 
winter from the nataral dischargo of tho two 
r vera mentionod, oaused by tho overflow nf 
seven lakus, and liom tho fruah water epring^ 
wlii "h must nxist iu tho bed of Iho Ii.let. 
?I0 000 would probably construct Ilia Inko,

A quoBiion ma^ arise whether the ongioe.s 
ofibe dredger might not bo used fur tho 
above pnrpo.Ros temporarily, without impair- 
J[tlg,lheir eflicioncy lor.lbe.ipurpOBe for which 
they were originally ir tended and to which 
thoy will doubtiesa ho ultimately opplied,ond 
tha cost of maintaining tho dred<.'or iu pur- 
feot rep-air for a year or two assumed by the 
Corporation, to tho saving of (!olonial fund.s. 

It ia pogMblo, that by a close examination 
of the valloy of tho Colqui'z river, some 
natural depressipp might be found whore, by 
damming, a BufSoiehtly estenaive reservoir 
oould bo made at a bigbor level) wbioh.would 
bo preferable; but I doubt' that itispraoiio- 
ablo.

Thp Awful Flood iu New South Walcsi

Dales from Sydney are to tlio 1st of 
July, Sydney papers are filled witli dole- 
ful accounts of the terrible Hoods, storms 
of wind and rain that visited the colony 
during tho month of June. The record is 
truly dismal, s'.iocking and distressing, not 
only to those who feel an interest in the 
pi'Oa|)erily of the colonies, but to all who 
havo a regard for luiimnity. Th:; 
weather was bad in the beginning of Juno 
on the coast, and continued so up to the 
9th, when it culminated iu a tremendous 
storm, better described as a hurricane, 
which lasted four days without abatement 
of its fury, Tho flooil that inundated the 
country is stated to have been more terri- 
ble and devastating tluui any that bus 
visited the Jcolony since tbe first white 
man set his foot on the soil. Its results 
have been most desolating, making whole 
famiiies horaoleB', d'Stroying life and pro- 
perty to an enormous e.vteiit. The follow- 
ino; extract from the Sydney .Empire of 
July 1st will convey to our readers some 
idea of the ravages of the fiood— an evont 
that will bo loiAg reineiubered in New 
South Wales : 

Great ftar was entertained inthe city of 
Sydney that the low-lying lands of the 
country, most exposed to floods by reason 
of tho numerous water courses fallin 
through them, -and the narrowness and 
tiii'cuitous course of the outlet to the sea 
would bo iiiuiidalcd ; but no one expect 
ed that this was tho beginning of the most 
disastrous flood that hud ever occurred 
New South Wales, and that the syiiqia 
tliies of the people of tho country would 
bo taxed to a degree beyond nnythin 
that had ever been previously known 
Yet so it has proved. On Eiiday, the 
21st, of June, acMints reached Sydney 
wliicli stirlled and alarmed tiie who! 
the inhabitants, and wliieli, uiiluqipily 
proved to be true. 'I'be whole of tin 
valley of tlrj llawkesbnry river bud lu ci 
flooded to a height unknown and unrecord 
ed by the ohh.'st inlialiitant or by history 
The town of Wimlsor was surrouiultul b/ 
water, and, so sndden had been the rush 
of the flood from the high lands, in i-onse- 
queiico of tho previous saturation of tbe 
ground, 'tb,p' farmers and their families had 
to flee for their lives, abandoning all they 
possessed to the raging waters. The in- 
cidents thot occurred were most shocking 
In one case, a fariiior sat upon the roof of 
his house with his family for twenty hours 
holding his youngest child in his arms 
until the infant dicil from tlic cflects of 
cold aud exposure, for the rain was still 
pouring down in torrents, and the whole 
of tfle surrounding land was one wide sea 
of water. Tbe father then had to throw 
his dead child into tho flood and take up 
another in the hope of preserving it. On 
Saturday morning, the ;."i(l, the house 
gave way and was swept down with the 
flood, drowning tho mother and nine other 
children. Tho father and four otiiei 
were saved by the boats which had been 
sent oft' to rescue these unfortunate suffer- 
ers. By this time the whole of tho valley 
was inundated and tlie fertile district of 
Richmond presented tho appearance of o 
great lako. Eoars were felt that tho town 
of Windsor itself,where at this time sorao 
thousands of persons were congregated, 
would bo involved in tho general devasta- 
tion, but happily this did not occur. Tiio 
flood was ^0 sudden and so overwhelming 
that all means of e,scape Hccined to bo cut 
off, and many fainilios, some consisting of 
•wiaak mothers and young children sufior 
ing from severe illness, bad to remain for 
hours on tho roofs of their houses during 
the severest weather that has ever been 
known on this coast, until succor could be 
given. 

Another account says the lato flood has 
exceeded in its devastation all previous 
floods ill New South Wales on record. 
The valleys of the llawkesbury. Hunter 
and other rivers have been subinerged. 
Many lives have' been i- lost; _,and mauy 
more would have Beeti^'saerificed but for 
the prompt despatch of boats from Sydney 
by tho Government, and a largo 
amount of property liaa boon destroyed. 
Uundrods of families have boon lof(. 
doslitnto and their condition is mosi 
deplorable. The peoplo andvtbo Gov- 
ornmont aro combining to raise fands 
for tho relief of the BufFerors. Many 
houHOH, bridges and pnblio works have 
boon swept away, and numbers of 
cattle drowned. Tho shipping ou the 
coast has not escaped witliout sustain- 
ing considerable injuries. From the 
earnestness with which tho movement 
for relief is taken up, it is believed 
that a groat calamity will bo alloviatod. 
It will take a long time for tho inhab- 
itants to reoovei their lossed.

The Stephens and? Eobetts' wings arc 
formally joined under tho name of tbe 
Irish Republic. !Kolierls is elected Presi» 
dent. Ho declined unless tho Congress 
would raise half a million of dollars for 
his use.

Tue' Nitro-Glyci21(ine Explosion, — 
— Tlie important suit of the West India 
and Pacific Stenmsliip Company vs. A. S. 
Wiiiiains and Guioii, just tried in the 
Liverpool Court of Assizes, has rcauUed in 
a jiulgment for pluintifl's, \Yith dniuagea 
assessed at .filyaOO slorliiig, Tbis suit 
grow out of tb nitro-gJycorine explosion 
at Aspinwall, on tho 3d of April, 186G. 
by wliicb tlie steauiBhip European, belong- 
ing to llic plaiptifl's, was totally destroyed 
while lying at the abovo named port. 
The explosion also resulted in tlie loss of 
sixty nves,nnc1adlng those of the captaiu 
tind other officers of the steamer. Tho 
Ouribbean,of tbo same line; also sustained 
serious damages. Tho ship was valued 
at $40,000. The damage to the Oarib- 
beau'was estimated ot JSIO.OOO. Tho 
owners of several bnildiugs on shore which 
wcro demolislicd, put in their claims for 
damages to a considerable amount addi- 
tional. The underwriters declined to 
uiiikc good tlio lojsc'S, thoy threw lho res- 
[)oii>Mii!:ty nnon tho owners cf tlio Euro- 
[leuii, upon tiio ground that lliey wcro 
culpable in carrying exiilosivo material on 
tlio sliip and below tlio deck. The |»lain- 
titT.-i in turn brought snit against AVilliains 
ittinion, as shi|)i)er3 of tho nitro-glyeerino, 
claiming tiiat they were guilty of decep- 
tion in sliipi'iing articles under tho namoof 
glonoin, a substance uukno'.vii to chemists 
or lo the commerce, and this involved the 
p!;iintilVs in their great losses and liabili- 
ties. The defendants rcjilied tliiU they

The judgment 
rendered, it is understood, has definitely 
settled the fact tint tho [daintilTs aro 
entitleil tu diiinages, but cannot recover 
their losses frDin tho underwriters ; bnt 
the question whotlier the defendants are 
nitiniiitely liable, or whether the [iluinlifrs 
must look to the original shippers at 
Ilainbnrg, goes to a higher tribunal for 
argumeut and decision.
